, late during the night of September 18th, I interviewed one 
EarjVLopp of Ada, Oklahoma at this office, Ibis man was brought to the 
office by Special Agent J. U. O’Leary and Allen Stanfield, Deputy U. S, 
Marshal of Ada, and they told me that he desired to discuss with me the 
possibility of hi 8 furnishing information which might result In the 
apprehension of Charles Arthur Floyd. 

Lopp is the man who recently furnished Information which re- 
sulted in the apprehension by Agent O’Leary and Allen Stanfield. and 
some State officers of the notorious Aubrey Curtis "RedS'f&nsell, a. 
fugitive bank robber now being prosecuted In this .district for robbery 
of a National bank at Kingfisher, Oklahoma. No one, with the exception 
of Stanfield, Agent O’Leary and I, knows of Lopp’s participation in 
this particular matter, Stanfield and O’Leary stated that they got In 
touch with Lopp on Wednesday of one week and that he told then he could 
"finger” Unsell, and that on the following Sunday, he came to them with 
the information which resulted in the capture of Unsell. This is given 
more or less as a background for this individual. 

I do not know Lopp, but Allen Stanfield knows him slightly, 

Ee is about twenty-nine years of age, rather intelligent, although he 
has nothing but a high school education; he is married and has one 
child, is operating a truck for hire and states that he is making a 
lining for his wife and child. He was bom and reared in the Gore and 
trian -area, which is below 1 .Muskogee and near Salllsaw, Oklahoma, the 
'tome, bf^-iloyd. He has no criminal record, so far as is known. He 
Ihfo^fd'mq that he has never been in the penite 
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He states that he knows Floyd and at one time worked with 
him In the oil field and Informs me that he saw him about three 
months ago near Webbers Falla, Oklahoma, which Is In the Sallieaw 
area. Ge made no wild boasts, nor is he the usual garrulous type of 
Informant. He stated that he believes he can locate Floyd If in 
Oklahoma, and that he thinks this can be done within a reasonable 
time. He further Informed me that If Floyd is not In Oklahoma, he 
believes he has contacts that will enable him to ascertain where he 
is located. 

Lopp informed me that he la interested in any reward offered 
for Floyd, and I told him what the Division will do in the event he 
furnishes us information which results in Floyd* s capture. He in* 
formed me that he expects to leave Ada on the night of September 20th, 
or the morning of September 21st, to go into the Salllsaw country in 
an effort to see what he can do. Appropriate arrangements were made 
with him to keep in contact with this office through O’Leary and 
Stanf 1 eld . 


Lopp, as is the case with almost any informant, is an unknown 
quantity, but I do know that he produced in the Unsell case, end the 
friends of Unsell would kill the informant in a moment If they knew it. 
I feel that we should take a chance with him in the Instant matter. 

The Division will be advised of developments.

This office ie in receipt of letter from James D* Willis, Attomey-nt- 
Law, Waco, Texas, in which it was stated that he had a party who desired to give the 
Government same information as to a hot tip on Pretty Boy Floyd*

At Waco, Texas, Back Yoakum alias Uallie Warden was contacted at Room 41C 
Provident Building, the office of James D* Willie, Back Yoafaan stated that he had 
served a term from 1929 to 1932 in the BcAlester, Okie, State PoLitentiary foe hot 
cheeks having been convicted at Okmulgee; that he had also served time in the Texas 
Penitentiary at Huntsville, Texas, under the una of Bailie Warden for. hot checks 
TSttoP Navarro County, 

Back Yoakum stated at the present time he Is residing at 415 Clay Ave,, 
Waco, Texas, He states that he met Charles Arthur "Pretty Boy 4 * Floyd at Sulphur 
Springs, Texas, in March, 1934; that the manner in which h&jaet him was that he had 
just previously paid a fine at Kilgore, Texas, for one Evcp*Rlch»tti in February, 1934; 
that he was confidentially informed at the time he paid this fine thatthis woman 
did not went her fingerprints taken; that after he paid this fine at Kilgore he was 
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at Sulphur Springs, Texas, at a filling station, tbs nans of which ha oould 
not furnish, and he again sas Bra Rlchatti who was with a nan whost aha intro* 
dueed as a Jdr*?hilllpa, hut Yoakum stated that he recognized him as Pretty 
Boy Floyd; that he later aaw this sane woman in April, 1934, at Wsvoka, Okie* 
and he was asked by her to visit at her hone; that he did not go, but was 
later told by her that bar boy friend, meaning Pretty Boy Floyd, was st her 
home et the time she had invited him to visit her there. He stated that he 
could obtain Era Riehettl*a address by locating Eva Rlchatti* a mother, but 
he would be compelled to make Inquiries et a filling station at Lehigh* Okie*, 
hut he could not, or would not, furnish the name of the filling station nor 
the party who was to give him the address of Eva Richetti, He stated that 
this Eva Rlchatti was a sweetie of Pretty Boy Floyd* 

He stated further that Pretty Boy Floyd, Volney Davis, Hoc Barker 
and possibly Blackie Thompson, have a hangout In the Cookson Hills in the 
vicinity of HeCurtain, Okie,; that this community la controlled by the 
Catholic Church and that Pretty Boy Floyd has the protection of the Catholic 
Church and also all of the local officers; that even Governor Hurray* s wife 
is related to Floyd, He stated that Floyd had been shot through both legs 
at Stonewall, Okla* while robbing a bank; that he had been shot with e tracer 
bullet end Is crippled and le not able to get around very feet and Is still 
suffering quite a good deal from this wound; that some Doctor, name unknown, 
is treating Pretty Boy Floyd for this wound as it has never healed, 

Yoakum stated positively that he could get into the hiding place 
if he was financed for the trip. He stated that Roland Trouts who did a 
hitch at HcAlester under the of Jr&kie is a very close friend of Doe 
Barker end that Boland Trouts* mother le part Indian, thought probably Cherokee 
end she is very close to all the gang hanging out in the Cookson Hills, 

He stated further that Pete Dyer, a convict at KcAlester, has a 
close contact at Hot Springs, Ark, with a man called "Teddy*; that Teddy was 
a dose friend of Ray Terrell, Danny Daniels and Frank Hash, He states that 
Danny Daniels* wife runs a sporting house at Tulsa, Okla, and plays the oil 
fields at Seminole, 


Yoakum stated further that he knows a man who told him that he knew 
the party who killed a man by the name of Irby at Wewoka, Okla,, and threw 
the body in the Vewokn Lake, 


Yoakun was questioned quite at length and it was quite evident that 
most of his information was "hot-air". He was unable to definitely furnish 
the names of parties the Government could contact to verify hie statements. 
He stated that he would have to make inquiries at a filling station to obtain 
the address of Eva Richettl and when asked what filling station and what the 




nemo of the party was who rune this filling station ha replied that ha Aid 
not know* hut that he eould go with a Gowenment Agent and show him the fill** 
lug station# It was quite evident that this nan la endeavoring to gat on the 
payroll of the Government* as he stated that It would necessitate probably 
about two or three months undercover work to play la with the gang la tbk 
Cooks on Hills and that he would have to he financed If he made an attempt to 
fall in with these crooks and put than on the spot# 

After the Interview with Yoakum a conference was had by this Agent 
with James D* Willis* Attorney-at-law* who stated that. he was of the opinion 
that Yoakum was giving a of h ull ; that most of the facts as given by 
Yoakum had been displayed in big headlines in every newspaper In the States 
of Oklahoma and Texas*

I telephoned Mr. Cowley at Chicago to advise him that., the 
Director desires that he question Vivie^Mathis concerning the 3 Kansas 
City massacre case and that appropriate steps should be immediately taken 
to effect this in view of the fact that Vivian is scheduled to be re- 
leased from the Federal prison at Milan, Michigan tomorrow, September 18, 

1954. Mr. Cov.ley stated that he had been discussing this matter with 
Mr. Nathan of the Kansas City office, and it is his suggestion that Vivian, 
upon her release, be taken before a United States Commissioner for a hear- 
ing on her removal; that in the event she does not waive a hearing, a date 
will be set for her appearance, end that steps should then be taken to 
have the complaint dismissed and Vivian released unexpectedly from the 
institution where she is held so that there vdll be no attorneys or any 
other person present at the time she is released, end that she then be 
token by Agents of the Division and held incommunicado in some apartment 
where she can be thoroughly questioned concerning the massacre case. 

Mr. Cowley pointed out that the success obtained at the Chicago 
office in questioning the women has been the result of holding them indefi- 
nitely and breaking down their mental resistance and obtaining from them, 
piece by piece, the story of their activities. He stated that the same ' 

procedure v.ith Vivian would possibly develop the information desired by ' 

the Division concerning the massacre case, and suggested that an Agent of 
the Kansas City office who is familiar with that case proceed immediately 
to Detroit and with an Agent of the Detroit office arrange to take Vivian 
into custocty in accordance vdth this procedure. Mr. Cowley requested 
that it be ascertained at the Bureau of Prisons what the procedure would 
be in the event a detainer is on file at the institution, whether the 
prisoner is releaped et the expiration of the minimum sentence with good 
time off, or whether the prisoner is required to serve the maximum sentence 
in view of the detainer. Mr. Cowley also rerue sted information to 
whether the fare is paid the prisoner for transportation to any point 
designated by the prisoner. I telephoned Mr. Hammack, Acting Director

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if there be a detainer, the appropriate office 1 will have been notified 
so that an arresting officer will be present at the institution to take 
the prisoner into custody, end in this event no fare is paid the prisoner 
for transportation to the place of prosecution or to her domicile. 


After discussing this case with you, I telephoned Ur. Conley 
end advised him of the information obtained from the Bureau of Prisons, 
end he said that he had been in communication with Acting Special Agent 
in Charge Black of the Detroit office and had been advised that no de- 
tainer had yet been filed, although arrangements had been made to take 
Vivian into custody on the complaint forwarded from the Kansas City office. 
Mr. Cowley suggested that Special Agent Anderson be instructed to proceed 
to Detroit immediAely to assist. in the questioning of Vivian Mathis, but 
in view of your suggestion that Special Agents of the Chicago office be as- 
signed to handle this matter, I suggested to Mr. Cowley that Special Agent 
Suren be assigned as one of the Agents because the reports submitted by 
Agent Suren show that he has been giving a study to the massacre esse, 
more so than has Agent Anderson of the Kansas City office. Mr. Cowley 
agreed with the suggestion, but stated that Suran hed been questioning 
Gladys Sawyer who had not given the Division all the information in her 
possession, and for that reason did not like to take Suran although he 
felt that Suran was the best one for the assignment. Be stated that he 
will take immediate steps to arrange for the release pf Vivian at a time 
when no immediate transportation will be available to her so that Agents 
of the Division will have an opportunity to take her into custody, and she can 
then be taken to an apartment or some place where she could be held in- 
communicado. 


filth reference to the Bremer case, Mr. Cowley advised that con- 
siderable progress had been made through the questioning of the three 
women arrested in Cleveland, and that be is hopeful of locating the hide- 
out, the indications now being that it is located in the vicinity of Long 
Lake, Ydsconsln, that Agent Brown and Paula Harmon ere in that vicinity 
at the present time, end that he Is expecting to go there this evening 
to press this angle of the investigation; that they have not yet located 
"Pancho* 1 . Mr. Corley further stated that it is his opinion that“the 
Barker-Karpls gang ere ri^it in Chicago; that they always come to Chicago 
whenever they are chased out of any other town; that he is confident Helen 
Ferguson has furnished truthful information to the effect that she ac- 
companied Doc Barker and Russell Gibson the other evening on an automobile 
ride- during which time they kept constantly on the go; did not enter ety 
buildings or joints except several gasoline stations; that Doc Barker had 
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advised her that he had been driving the past four or five days without 
stopping at any place; that That little Bleep he had had, had been in an 
automobile end that during the time she was with them she rode on the front 
seat with Gibson and that Doc Barker occupied the back seat with a machine 
gun always in his lap. 

ttr. Cowley stated that Helen Ferguson has a date to meet members 
of this gang again next Friday nigit but that he did not see much chance 
of taking them into custody in view of the fact that the meeting place is a 
crowded commercial district where everybody would be exposed to gunfire; 
that he saw no chance of taking them in the car while the Ferguson woman 
is also in the car without killing her; that it would be necessary to kill 
all in the car. Ur. Cowley stated that he would cover this matter as 
closely as it is humanly possible to do. He further stated that Helen 
Ferguson had learned Alvin Karpis and Fred Barker had gone to Kansas City 
but were expected to return to Chicago within a few deys. I advised Ur. 

Cowley that the Kansas City office had requested authority to place a tap 
on the telephone of Mrs. Gib eon, mother of Russell Gibson, and that the 
tap had already been pieced. Ur. Cowley stated that he was glad this 
had been done end that he thought It would possibly produce results. 

He stated that the Agents working in the vicinity of Long Lake had as- 
certained Volney Davis and a girl known as Edna, whan Paula Harmon Identifies 
as an escape from some institution in Kansas, has been residing most of the 
summer in the vicinity of Long Lake, end that they had been there up until 
two or three weeks ego. Ur. Cowley stated that he had already instructed 
the Kansas City office to endeavor to leern the identity of this woman escape. 

Ur. Cowley also made inquiry as to what was desired with respect 
to tracing the long distance telephone calls from Louie Cemocky ' 8 place 
during November end December of 1932 and January and February of this year. 

He stated that he had recently sent out what he thought were about one hundred 
letters for the purpose of tracing these long distcnce calls. He said that 
he did not believe these letters would lead to the whereabouts of members of 
the Barker-Kar pi s gang. I explained to Ur. Cowley that the purpose behind 
tracing these long distance calls from Cernocky * s place was to locate the hide- 
out and not the members of the Barker-Kar pis gang, and pointed out. that the 
Division letter was very specific in Instructing that only the telephones 
located in McHenry and Lake Counties of Illinois, and all 'phones which were 
celled and which appear to be located in southern Wisconsin be inquired into 
with a view to obtaining the identity of the subscriber. I also pointed out 
that from the list of long distance calls obtained early in the investigation

of thlB case reflected about a dozen calls which fell within the above 
cetegory . Mr. Cowley stated that If it were agreeable to the Division, 
he would hold this investigation in abeyance until after some of the more 
promising leads had been given attention. 

i Hr. Cowley made further inquiry into the identification of the 

I machine gun found in the lagoon at Lincoln Park and wanted to know whether 
the Division had made a positive identification of this gun in view of the 
fact that their investigation showed the gun had been traced to the 
Valparaiso, Indiana Police Department. X stated to llr. Cowley that It 
/ was ny understanding the laboratory had positively identified the markings 
on the shell as having been made by the bolt as distinguished from the 
gun itself and that the bolt ia an Interchangeable part of the gun, and 
pointed out that the laboratory had not been able to identify the markings 
on the bullet with the bore of the machine gun which has been recovered, 
which fact would tend to Indicate that the bolt of the machine gun traced 
to the Valparaiso, Indiana Police Department might have been replaced by 
the bolt taken from the machine gun used in the massacre; that this inter- 
change of parts might have purposely been made in order to cross up ary 
I j possibility of identifying the gun. On the other hand, I told Mr. Cowley 
l that the interpretation which I had placed on the letter from the Chicago 
\ office, reporting efforts to trace the gun recovered from the lagoon that 
lit had not been definitely established that the gun recovered was the gun 
which had been sold to the Valparaiso Police Department; but that it is 
a deduction of those persons who were interviewed which is unsupported 
by ary record. I also stated that the letter did not show whether the 
gun had been continuously In the possession of the Valparaiso Police 
Department from the time of its purchase until the time it was loaned to 
the Sheriff at Crown Point, Indiana. I suggested that perhaps Mr. Cowley 
had lost faith in the findings of the Laboratory in view of the mistake 
recently made in the ballistics identification in connection with the South 
Bend, Indiana bank robbery case. Mr. Cowley stated that he simply wanted 
to be sure that the Laboratory Is convinced that the identification is 
positive. Mr. Cowley stated that he would review the correspondence with 
reference to this gun to see what further investigations can be made to 
trace the history of this gun. 

I furnished Mr. Cowley with the details obtained from the Detroit 
office concerning the abstract of the criminal record on one Charles M. 
Carroll alias C. E. Tdsterh&lter which was found in the possession "of one 
of the three women arrested at Cleveland, Ohio, and in accordance with the 
Director's desire, he was Instructed to make arrangements to personally 
interview F. J. Noonan of the Noonan Detective Agency at Cleveland, Ohio, 
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it appearing that this Agency had requested the record through the Sheriff's 
Office at Chard on, Ohio. ttr. Cowley stated he would proceed to Cleveland 
in the next day or two for the purpose of interviewing Noonan. He stated 
that if agreeable to the Division, he preferred to remain in Chicago until 
the hideout angle at Long Lake is thoroughly gone into.

Confirming telegraphic information of September 22, 1934, raLative to 
the apprehension of Subject Galatae and wife at 1:00 p.rn., on the 22nd Inst., 
at New Orleans, Louisiana, the following Is a complete resume of the develop- 
ments to date; 


At 11:30 a, it. on the 22nd inst., United States Attorney Rene A. Tlosca, 

J w Orleans, telephoned Special Agent D. ft, Uagee at the New Orleans office and 
quested a conference. Agent was introduced to an individual in Ur. Vioaca’e 
flee, hereinafter referred to as Confidential Informant #1, whose name Is being 
rniehed the Division by separate cover. This informant stated that ne naa 
owed a photograph of Subject Oalatas in the September 13, 1934, issue of 
berty Magazine and that thla individual was known to him under the name of 
. rf. or WILLL&'^LEE and was the Southeastern distributor of Ihe^Liquid Colo- 
phane Company at zoom 503 Steam Building, New Orleans, Loulslam. This Inform- 
ant was reluctant to furnish this information and did so only under the promise 
that hie name would never be disclosed. His purpose in disclosing this informa- 
tion was to secure the $1,000.00 reward offered by the Liberty Magazine and any. 
other existing rewards offered. Agent Uagee advised him that to agent's x 

knowledge there was no reward offered by the Department of Justice for informs- ' 
tiem leading to the apprehension of Subject Oalatas or his wife but that if the 
information was furnished and proved to he true,^be matter would he submitted 
to the Department for an opinion relative a r 
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Confidential Informant #1 was taten to the New Orleans Division Office 
by Agent Uagee and permitted to view the existing photographs of Subject Galatas 
and his wife, and was positive in his identification of Subject Oalatas from 
photograph bearing Columbus , Ohio, arrest #9091, and of the identification of 
Mrs. Galatas from Miami, Florida, arrest #1959.

Confidential Info scant #1 advised that It has been the custom of Sub- 
ject &alatas to remain In his office on Saturday afternoons until 2:00 p,m., 
end that his wife always remained with him; that Subject Galatas, whom he knew 
under the name of S« W* Lee, always wore his hat hut never wore glasses in the 
office; that he always refused to furnish or furnished false addresses of his 
place of residence; that ha claimed to own an apartment house In Los Angeles, 
California; that he claimed to be from Southern California; that the main office 
of the Liquid Colophane Corporation was located in Los Angeles* 

Agent Magee Instructed Confidential Informant fl to advise no one of 
his information, and, as a matter of fact, he was requesting this of agent, end 
was -told to ranein silent on the natter in the eant it was a true identification. 
This he promised to do. 


Special Agents J. V, Blake and D. ft', Magee proceeded to 503 Stearn 
Building, 348 Ba rente Street, Hen Orleans, Louisiana, leaving Spec led Agent Alex 
Rosen as lookout in an automobile in front of the Building. 
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In the front office of the aforementioned Company there were three sales- 
men and another male individual, who later developed to be Chester Bugbee 
Simpson, who operates an adjoining office to Subject and is distributor for 
Oilpure Refiners Sales of Louisiana, !Bie /three salesmen immediately left the 
office. One of these salesmen is Leo nany Berger, who, when subsequently located 
and interviewed for the purpose of stoppii^ any publicity, advised that he has 
no definite information as to the tree identity of Subject Galatas, and, to the 
knowledge of agents, this statement appears to be correct* Berger has lived in 
Hew Orleans all of his life end formerly operated a wallpaper store in this city. 
The two other salesmen are Confidential Info man ts Hos, 1 and 3* 


It was immediately apparent to Agents Blake and Magee that E* * f* or 
SlUiam Lee was Subject Galatas, and he was immediately taken into custody and 
immediately admitted his identity*/ Mrs, Galatas was in an adjoining office and 
was also taken into custody, and tyoth were brought to the Hew Orleans Division 
Office for interview. 


A representative of the Jcnlversal Hews Service was in the Post Office 
Building and noticed the entrance of agents, end asked for a story* -Ho informa- 
tion was given to him and he was told to return at 4:30 p*m«, this statement 
being made for the purpose of stalling the news representative away. He waa 
subsequently advised that it was an interrogation only of two individuals for 
harboring an escaped federal prisoner by the name of Jeanfreau, who has been re- 
ported to have been in New Orleans, where he is a well-known former liquor dis- 
tributor* This apparently satisfied the Universal News representative and he 
was told to contact the Hew Orleans office in about ten days to two weeks for 
further information. 

In this connection, agent asked for the telephone number and address of 
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I this representative and he stated that he could always be reached through the 
| Postal Telegraph, and request is made of the Division to 'defer from using the 
Postal Telegraph for communications on important matters until this connection 
between this news representative and the Postal can be investigated, as the 
news representative states that he bangs areund the Postal Telegraph office. 

The came of this news representative is Mrjp Krebs, first name not ascertained, 
but who stated that he is the/fJrother of the night managing editor, Ben Hfebs, 
of the Times-Picayune, a Nep'urleans daily newspaper. r 

In an effort to forestall any publicity on the Instant case, agent im- 
mediately contacted all the salesmen present at the time of the arrest, as well 
as Chester Bugbee Simpson who was taken to the New Orleans Division Office with 
Subject Galatas and wife, and they were warned and Instructed in the procedure 
that they were to follow in the Instant case. Simpson has properly identified 
himself, as have the others, and they were not held, and It is believed that 
they wiU treat the matter in strictest confidence. Neither Simpson nor Berger 
have definite knowledge of the identity of Galetaa. 

For the time being, Subject delates and wife are held in the apartment 
of agent, which appears to be a logical and safe piece. 

A preliminary interrogation of Subject Galatas, which is subject to re- 
vision on subsequent interrogations, was made to* Special igents Bleke end Magee, 
and the facts are as follows: 

Subject Galatas stated that he was sitting in the back of the Hhite Front 
place at Hot Springs, Arkansas, a smoke shop, booking shop and cigar stand, on 
the day that "Doc "/killer (who is Subject Nash) was apprehended; that immediately 
Upon the departure of Wilier and the arresting officers, everyone was of the 
opinion that it was a kidnaping; that he, Galatas, did not see the officers <r 
Nash, but lmned lately left for the hone of Mrs. Miller (Nash) and informed her. 

He states that Doc Miller and his wife resided at the Oak Lawn Tourist Camp and 
that Mrs. Miller requested to be taken to a telephone immediately. Subject 
Galatas stated that he took Mrs. Miller to the Connor woman's residence (a sub- 
ject of the instant case), who resides a block up from the Como Hotel in Hot 
Springs on South Central. Galatas stated that he would not have taken her up 
there bad he known that she was going to use the long distance telephone, that, 
in fact, he did not know that she called long distance until later when she told 
him, although he states thet she did not tell him who she, the Miller woman, 
called. Galatas stated that he was in the kitchen with the colored maid drinking 
beer during the telephone conversation or conversations. 

Galatas states that the Connor woman was not following any occupation at 
that time but was trying to negotiate for a beauty parlor. He elates that he 
has known the Connor woman since the early 1920's, having met her when he, 
Galatas, was in charge of new accounts, working under contract for another in- 
dividual who had a contract with the Security Trust Company at Memphis, Ternu 

Subject Galatas stated that Mis. DocfJMiller (Nash), stated, tfisn leaving 
the Connor's residence, that she wanted to go to see Herb Farmer at Joplin, Mo.; 
that she could not drive a car and that she wanted to get there immediately; 
that he, Mrs. Doc Miller (Nash), and her daughter proceeded to the aviatiaa field 
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at Rot SpringSy/Aifcansas; that he does not recall who engaged the pilot, name be- 
lieved to beflpnarlie, hut that all three left in the afternoon of the day that 
Nash was apprehended, and arrived at Joplin, Mo*, and proceeded to the Herb 
Fanner farm location; that he, Galatas, desired to return to Hot Springs the 
same day but was compelled to remain at the Herb Panne r place over-night; that 
he has no information or knowledge of the facts that developed at the Herb Parmer 
place; that he personally placed no loig distance calls to Kansas City, St. 

Louis, Chicago, or elsewhere, other than to bis wife in Hot 3prings, Arkansas; 
that he went to town (Joplin) with Herb Fanner and got some beer; that the only 
ones present at the Herb Farmer place were Herb Farmer, his wife, and an old 
man; that he left Joplin, Mo*, by plane, returnirg alone with the pilot; that 
he left Joplin about 9:00 a*m* and arrived in Hot Springs about 10:30 or 10:45 a«m. 

Subject Gala t as was questioned as to his purpose in going to Joplin and 
his only answer was "because I was crazy". He stated that he was not Interested 
In Doc Miller (Nash) and only went up there for the ride and nothing else; that 
he did not know the puxpose of Mrs, Doc Miller's trip, other than that she stated 
she wanted to see Herb Fanner. 

Subject Galatas states that be did not lmow of the Kansas City shooting 
until he had returned to Hot Springs and heard the radio account of same; that a 
couple of days after his return to Hot Springs, he and his wife drove their 
Cadillac car to Little Rock, Aik., and from there to St« Louis, Mo. At St. Louis, 
Mo., Subject Galatas states that be stayed with people whose name or addrsss he 
refused to give, stating that It would implicate people who did not know a thing 
about the matter; that they stayed wittu these people three or four days. Galatas 
intimated that it was a private family but his wife states it was a hotel or they 
called it a hotel. Galatas stated that hs would refuse to give the name of these 
people if he was "beat to death". No force was used at this Interview. 

Subject Galatas stated that he rented a private garage at St. Louis and 
stored the Cadillac car and paid two weeks storage, and he has never contacted the 
place since. He refused to state, and denied knowledge of the location of the 
garage. He states that soma time ago he tore up the piece of paper with the 
address. Undoubtedly this car is stored with the friends aforementioned, whose 
name and location will he secured if possible. Ihe Cadillac car, both Subjects 
advise, was left under the name of SllzabethKalatas. 

Subject Galatas states that after three or four days stay in St. Loula, 
they went immediately to Los Angeles, California, traveling, he believes, on a 
Missouri Pacific through Little Rock, Ark., where no contact or etopjwas made, 
over the Southern Pacific to Los Angeles; that he stopped only a few hours in 
Los Angeles and took a bus over tbe Ridge Route to Sacramento, California. Subject 
Galatas states that he and his wife resided at 1022 Fifth Street, Sacramento, for 
a period of a month or a nontb and a half, in a rooming house located near a park; 
that at this point he assumed the alias of Edwin Jr . Lee or William Lee and, under 
the alias of William Lee,, purchased a new Plymouth Coupe, motor #PD-59178, serial 
#3004574, which bore 193iVCalifomia^license 3D5074, and, when located in New Or- 
leans, bore 19^\JLouisiana^license #128807. 

Galatas stated that after a month or a month and a half residence in 
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Sacramento, California, he and bis wife proceeded to Santa Monica, California, 
and resided at the Rio Rita Apartments, moving to a different apartment In the 
same apartment h;use during their stay there, which was the majority of the tine 
they were in Southern California; that they later moved to the Ferncliff Apart- 
ments and stayed there about a month* 

Subject Gala t as stated that he and his wife decided, immediately after 
they left Hot Springs, to drop all contact and association with relatives and 
friends and are positive in their statements that they have never ccmmunlcated 
with anyone, for the purpose. of avoiding apprehension* Galatas stated thet he 
took a bank roll of sufficient size to cany him through until shortly before 
he left Los Angeles, when he sought employment aid, for a time, endeavored to 
make a livelihood by taking and selling action photographs for the Graf lex Camera; 
that while so engaged they traveled practically all over California, living 
always in tourist camps and under the name of Edwin or William lee; that he 
was careful not to be arrested, and his wife never contacted her son, and that 
they avoided all old acquaintances and never visited cabarets, which, he stated, 
he and his wife do not enjoy 

Subject states that while in Los Angeles, for a time he Bold a lubber sole 
shoe product, but was unsuccessful and, in the early part of 1931, met up with 
Ur. H. . v*! Grapes, who Is the head of the Liquid Colophane Corporation, main ad- 
dress 36oe Beverly Boulevard, room 604, Los Angeles, California, and that he I 

secured a contract with H* 5f. Grapes, who, be states, does not know his correct 
identity, for distribution and field representative of Louisiana and Mississippi 
and Southeastern States*

Subject Galatas states that he arrived in New Orleans, Louisiana, about 
April 7th or 10th, 1934, and resided first at the Carroll Hotel for a period of 
two months, moving to the Pontchartrain Apartments, the most exclusive apartments ! 

in New Orleans, for -a period of two months, and that, ea he has recently been 
hard-pressed, he has been residing in a small apartment at 912 Harding Place, 

Apartment F, and that this is hie present address. 

At this point of the interview, Subject Galatas states that he had made 
a previous trip In the Plymouth Coupe to New Orleans, and agent found evidence 
in the form of electric light bills, to the effect that he had lived at 614 
Metairie Road from 9/1S to 12/7/33. Subject stated that he returned to Los An- 
geles shortly before Chrislmas in 1933, later returning to New Orleans as afore- 
mentioned* 

On the first trip to New Orleans he states that he endeavored to sell a 
rubber sole product for a Los Angeles firm, menager , s name and address not re- i 

membered, but was unsuccessful. He states, however, that on this trip to New Or- 
leans be resided at 1461 Metairie Road Instead of 614 Metairie Road. 

Subject Galatas and hie wife so far have Denied knowledge of facts and 
the names of the parties responsible for the Kansas City shooting, and stated that 
they knew none of these hoodlums and that they hoped they would get their Just 
desserts. 

Subject Galatas was vexy mild and soft-3poken and completely broken in 
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spirit. He resembles the photograph on the Identification Order without 
the glasses. He appears and acta non-int ereated and as though he was in a 
trance or recording from a sedative. He denies that he uses narcotics in any. 
form. He appears under- weight , as does his wife , although her spirit is 
more hopeful. 

Subject Gal etas states that the 1933 model F -rd Coupe he owned in hie 
same was not paid for and it was returned to the dealer, either in Hot Springs 
or Little Bock, Ark. 

Oelatas states that Mrs. Doc miller (Nash), thought they would take 
Killer (Nash) to Joplin, hut eould or would not explain this tbougit# 

Galatas states that Doc Hiller (Nash) shortly before the Kansas City 
esse, was met by him, Galatas, in front of the Sterns Hardware Conpany in 
Hot Springe, and Informed by Doc Kill a* that he was getting a marriage license; 
that he, Galatas, walked to the court houae with Killer (Nash) and signed as 
a witness on a marriage license but never witnessed the marries or knew where 
or whether he did marry. 

Galatas was of the opinion that Nat^Picchl or Matthewfpieehi, an 
Italian, owned the White Front cigar and booking establishment at the time Doc 
Miller (Nash) was apprehended, or, as Galatas worded it "kidnapped".

Interview with Richard Tollman Galatea the night of September 23, and 24, 1934, 
by ttie writer, was productive of the following information in addition to that 
which has heretofore been incorporated in this ease}

Gala tee related that a abort time prior to the apprehension of Frank Nash at Not 
Springs, Arkansas, two man from Chicago, Mioae names he did not reoolleot, sailed 
on him to obtain his 0. E* in the distribution of llliolt bear bearing the labels 
of the Blue Ribbon Brewing Company. Galatas informed these men that he was not 
Interested in their proposition, edvleing them that he did not deel in beer him- 
self, and that he did not feel in a position to baok than with the City Adminis- 
tration at Hot Springs. The men left, but a night or two later appeared at the 
White Front Cigar Store and Invited Gelatas to go to the Eastman Hotel and have 
acme eold beer with them. Gelataa got in the ear and noticed the third man who 
wae driving. The car proceeded to the side entrance of the Hotel Mien one of the 
men he had met got out and opened the door to the ear and told him to get out. 
Gelatas noticed that ell three individuals were aimed. He was directed to proceed 
to the basement of the Eastman Hotel, the driver remaining in the ear and Gelatas's 
two companions going with Galatas, They entered an elevator and the floor was 
called. vh«> car, unbeknown to the two individuals, stopped at the first floor 
of the Hotel, and as some people started to nter the A evator Galatas made a 

hurried exit. 

Galatea made hie way to the White Front Cigar Store end told tome of Me erodes 
what had happened. He then concealed himself and a few minute# later observed l 
the car he had ridden in and the three men drive up to Ihe White Front end inquire 
for He had arranged so that he did not have to meet them.

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In explanation of the foregoing, Galatae stated that while In the •booking* boa- 
iness at Hot Springe it wee his habit to keep most of Ms money at his residence* 

He stated that this was generally known sod that in his opinion the men who lnylted 
him to the hotel room Intended to hold him for ransom have someone, in his ' 
opinion Herbert Cfaimer, to sot as a go* between and solleet the money from his wife# 
He said it would have been wary easy for these ami to have obtained at least Ten ■■ 
Thousand Dollars from his wife had ; she thought he wee in danger* ~ He was preseed for 
reseone as to why he sUspeoted Herbert farmer and Hash, and stated that feslr actions 
subsequent to the night in question elearly iadieeted to him that they had knowledge 
of what had tranaplred. 


Galatae advised that it wae hie intention to get In eootaet with some Oovenment 
offlelel through TomtKearaey, a bookmaker at St* Louis, and inform him that Hash and 
Verne Hiller, whom He also stated he had met act Hot Springs, eould be loeeted at that 
point through proper Investigation* He claimed, however, that before he bad an oppor- 
tunity to taka this action frank Hash ms taken into custody by the Government 
officers* , \ * > .

Gels tea has not aatlafaitorlly explained the telephone calls which form the basis 
for the conspiracy through which an attempt was made te liberate Hash at Kansas City, 
Missouri* It is b si laved that Ibis information will be secured within a very short

In reports of this case it appears that Verne Miller plaoed a telephone cell from a 
pay 'phone in the Union Station at Kansas City, Missouri, at 12:06 a* m*, June 17, 
1039* Ibis eall me to the residence of Herbert farmer, who resides near Joplin* 
Missouri. Statements made by both Mrs. Hash and lather former reveal that Galatae 
talked to Verne Miller, and that a general conversation was carried on beteeen them 
regarding a change In the route which the off leers were taking in bringing Ash to. 
Kansas City. Their statements indicate that Galatae advised Miller that Hash, with 
his captors, would arrive in Kansas City frem fort Asith, Arkansas, by train at 
approximately 7s 20 a* m* that morning* Their statements also Indicate that Galatae 
inquired over the telephone whether hla presence would be required In Kansas City 
and that he remarked, in substance • •Hell, as long as you don't need me I will 
return to Hot Springs in the morning** 


Galatae was questioned with reference to this telephone call and stated that he 
could not afford to make any statement relative thereto, as if he admitted such a 
eon versa tl on ha would undoubtedly get the *hot seat** He was questioned along that 
line over a period of time and when the writer Inquired - "Did you eek Verne how • 
he was going to deliver Hash?" - Galatas replied r "Ho I did not** He then 
rmnarked that he bed been tricked into making an admission which might hang him, 
and said that should agent teetlfy In a murder trial he had no doubt that his stats- 
ment would be very harmful to him.

Galatea stated that be would gladly plead guilty to the federal charge against 
him in the event the sentence was not more than tvo years, as he understood would 
be the ossa, but maintained that he would rather die than sign s statement or 
readily make an admission against those involved in the “massacre ease*" He '/ 
said that he felt that his life was in danger from mobsters who no doubt felt 
he had double crossed them with refer anew to the apprehension of Hash^ tfc£ even . 
though he were found not guilty by the Government In Kansas City he would not J 
live long as the mob would probably be waiting for him to put him on the spot*

Prcm the statsmonts of Oalatas aa aet forth above It appears to the writer that 
Gelatas was probably desirous of getting rid of Prank Hash, and that pursuant 
thereto ha may have passed the word on to Informant A, whose identity is known .. 
to the Division. It should b# noted that Informant A was without doubt awara 
of the foot that Prank Hash was frequenting Hot Springs at intervals, and that 
he eould have worked with Hie Government for Hash’ a apprehension, had ha desired, 
months before. It is interesting to note that within a vary short time after 
Galatea became desirous of ridding Hot Springe of Hash that the latter wan 
"fingered" to Government agents by Informant A» Ihe Division, of eouree, knows 
the relationship whieh existed between Oalatas and I nformant A.

Galatea claims that he met Nash two or three months before the 
killing and that he saw him the day before Nash's arrest* He claims that 
he knows nothing of the Massacre although admitting that he made the airplane 
trip id tli Mrs* Nash*. He has edmitted talking to Verne Miller after midnight 
on the day upon which Nash was apprehended but claims that no mention was made 
of the mas £8 ere.

I called Mr. Brantley at New Orleans with regard to the 


Galatas matter and asked If the pilot had arrived as yet. Mr. Brantley 
stated that he had heard nothing from him and I advised that he was grounded 
at St. Louis last night and should arrive In New Orleans about 10:00 o'clock 
this morning.

Brantley 
to call me when he ascertains what time they will leave and approximate tine 
of their arrive! in Chicago.
